WHISKEY REDUCED. 


NEW YORK. Sept. 19.—Insurance rates 


on bonded whiskey have been reduced 60 
per cent by tho Western Union of Fire 
Underwriters in annual 
session 
here, 


says a Toronto, Ont. dispatch to the 
Journal of Commerce. Owing 
to 
the 
strict supervision of the Government over 
bonded houses the fire hazard is the 
smallest. Business has been very profita- 
ble, 
there having 
been practically 
no 
losses In seven or eight years. 
Rates 
have been kept up. however, and in con- 
sequence the competition for tho busi- 
ness has .been very severe, 
Tho Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee agents ask to have 
commissions thrown open so that they 
could fight for the business, 
but 
the 
.special committee to which the Question 
was referred reported 
unanimously 
In 
favor of cutting the rato in two In- 
stead. This will reduce the agents' com- 
mission correspondingly, but 
it 
was 
argued that eventually the result would 
be better for the union agents, as the 
outside companies would not be willing 
to' pay excess commissions for the busi- 
ness at the lower rates.

Immediately after, the battle did net 
alter the direction of Lee's march, ncT 
did" not relieve Washington of any 
threatened danger. 
The effort of the 


battle was purely moral, and i.hls moral 
effect was largely produced l>y a pop- 
ular misapprehension that h.is exlstel 
to this day. The Impression prevailed 
that It saved Washington and forcel 
Lee to retire across the Potomac.

It is claim- 
ed in Mississippi, Louisiana, Alabama, 
the Carolinas and Virginia that the 
blacks are so numerous there as to 
force a decision on the question of 
which race is to have political suprem- 
acy. 
No such proposition can be set 


up in Maryland. That State does not 
contain a colored population sufBcient- 
y large to excite fears of nagrro domin- 
ation. 


Moreover, during the past two dec- 


ades the Increase In the white po'pula- 
tton has been actually and relatively 
much larger than the Increase In the 
colored population, which now con- 
stitutes about 26 per cent of the In- 
habitants of the State. Thus we sea 
he race question forced Into politics 
n a State where the negroes have not 
he remotest chance of obtaining pollt- 
cal control. It Is in a sense an echo 
if the demand for the abrogation of th 
•"Ifteenth Amendint-r.t tl at Is bocom- 
ng louder and more Insistent in cer- 
aln parts of the country. Those who 
re making this demand are Inconstst- 
ntly protesting against cringing thf 
ace Issue Into politics.

THE CASE OF REV. HAMMONP. 


Rev. J. B. Hammond of the Method- 


ist Episcopal Church was the chief of 
the Methodist Book Concern, conduct- 
ed In San Francisco as a branch of 
the American Methodist Book 
Con- 


cern, the principal place of business 
being New York City. 


The annual conference of the Meth- 


odist Episcopal Church of Northern 
California has Just closed Its ses»lon. 
At Its opening, specific charge* were 
preferred against the Rev. Hammond, 
which may be briefly summarized. 


It was charged that the reverend 


gentlemen had by Inconsiderate meth- 
ods occasioned a loss to the church of 
$100,000 by reason of mismanagement 
of the affairs of the book concern. 


That he borrowed the sum of J1320 


on a note from a bank and subse- 
quently repudiated this honest debt, 
threatening, as a means of coercing the 
bank into discounting his note, to take 
the benefit of the bankrupt law by fil- 
ing a petition In Insolvency. 


That he burned all the accounts, 


records and papers relating

management of the Methodist 
Book

Pit brow women are among the most 
remarkable 
women 
workers 
in the 
world. 
They work as hard as men 
and dreas almost like them. Five 
thousand of these women flnd employ- 
ment in Lancashire, England, In the 
coal mines. Their work lies on the 
pit brow at the surface and not down 
bejow. At present the duties of the 
pit brow women consist In, dealing with 
the coal as It comes up the shaft to tHe 
pit head. When the cargo reaches the 
top they haul out the wagons, which 
contain several hundred weight of coal 
each, and run them on the rails to a 
sort of tipping machine, which shoots 
the coal down below the screen and 
riddling machine. 
Among the other 


duties of the women Is the leveling of 
the co.al on the wagons which receive 
| it as It drops from the screen. 
They 
start work at 6 o'clock in the morning 
and finish at 4 In the afternoon. They 
receive two shillings or less a day and 
. men that do the same work get 4 shil- 
lings. Their costume consists of trou- 
sers and clogs and often enough a cap 
which has at one time been worn by a 
brother. When going to and.-from work 
the girls and women wear petticoats; 
which they roll up around the waist 
while enrage^ on the pit brow. The 
hair Is closely covered with a hand- 
kerchief, on top of which Is a soft bon- 
net

Is a grave one, and It engrosses 
the attention of tho head of many an 
Institution. • It is chiefly the children- of 
the poor, and usually the very poor, that 
have the frequent penny to spend.

The curse of the poor Is not only, as 
g the old adage has It, their poverty, but 


their improvidence. For Instance, there 
was an old washerwoman who Hi orally 
worked herself into her grave supporting 
her children, but she was always ,'ivins 
them pennies to buy themselves fruit and 
handles, because, as she slid. "They had 
a hard life of it, anyway." It Is a com- 
mon practice, as many know, for the. me- 
chanic or any man who i;ets his week's 
wages 
Saturday night, to 
give 
small 


change all round to the children whjn his 
pay comes in. and probably his wife gives 
them 
pennies 
during 
ihe 
week, for 


"What is a penny?" Is the. questit n. 


It is a curious thing that this jenny- 


npendlng is a great deal more common 
among people in poor or very moderate 
circumstances than among the rich. The 
wealthy are. very often much, averse to 
a miscellaneous and foolish waste of 
money, and there are many rich boy.^ and 
with allowances who are required to 
Keep an account of their personal expen- 
ses, and brought to book and obliged'to 
explain why certain sums have been spent 
foolishly, if they have been amiss in that 
way. 


However, it is not so much with the 


money saving or spending- habits of the 
children of the wealthy that the social 
economist is concerned. Settlement work- 
ers, heads of charitable associations and 
school teachers are largely engaged in 
the effort to indoctrinate the children'of 
the poor !n the necessity and merits of 
constant saving, and judicious spending, 
and to this end as every one know.'., the 
school bank 13 established, and much 
time and thought are eper.t to the young 
depositors.

ABOUT STORKS. 


In Holland the nests of storks are 


generally on the summit of a tall post, 
put up or. purpose for them, on which 
is fixed nn old cart wheel. Says an 
English writer: "A Dutch: gentleman 
of my acquaintance has one such post 
in his grounds within sight of hJs li- 
brary window, but he improves on the 
cartwheel by having an iron, framework 
for the reception o-f the nest. The first 
year it was put up, toward the end of 
June, a solitary young stork used to 
co:ne daily and inspect this framework. 
I saw him there mysel-f one day, stand- 
ing in the empty receptacle exactly 
like a would-be bendict inspecting- an 
empty house, contemplating t»e view 
and wondering if the drains are all 
rtg-ht. The verdict was apparently fa- 
vorable, for next season saw the nest 
occupied by a newly'wedded patr. Their 
power of wins' was very flne, and on 
hot days I have watched them ascend- 
ing In spiral circles, hardly -moving 
their broad black wings, till thev lookec 
no bigger than flies. After the young 
are hatched they appear to be suspi- 
cious of one another and unwilling to 
leave the nest unguarded." 


Denmark is the country which Is es- 
pecially favored by these flne-lookl-ng 
birds. In the towns you may see many 
nests on the building's in clos« prox- 
imity to one another, and the birds 
themselves feed unconcernedly In the 
meadows and roadside fields. In the 
country nearly every farmhouse h»s a 
place .mad« for the storks' benefit In 
the gable end of the thatched roof 
And they are g-enerally occupied.
